has Increased rather than decreased.

In the City Ball at least, it must be
rigidly enforced. ,

Cuspidors are provided In the corridors, as
well as In the offices, and the stenographers
believe that If the matter Is brought to the
attention of thOBe In charge of the building
that visitors and others will be compelled
to ubb these receptacles.

TIME FOR FEMININE PROTEST.

chone call from her husband. she heard her
father's labored breathing. AVlth her
mother she hurried to his couch, and. see-
ing that he was fast becoming unconscious,
she sent for n physician.

Doctor Charles P. Duffy, who responded,
tdminletcred strychnine to stimulate the
action of the heart, but without avail, and
Doctor Gatllng died In hla daughter's arms
within a few minutes.

Although hit name had been made fa-
mous by the death-dealin- g Gatllng gun,
Doctor Gatllng as a peace-lovi-ng citizen,
and often declared that h's one purpose in
Inventing the weapon was to make war Im-
possible.

PROLIFIC INVENTOR.
He had Invented many agricultural de-

vicesseed drills, plows, both steam and
automatic, before he was led to devise amilitary weapon, and he often said, "I
would have made much more money If Ihad devoted myself to peace machinery In-
stead of weapons of offense and defense."

He was born in Hertford County, North
Carolina, September 12, ISIS. His genius
was inherited, for his father was an In-
ventor, too, and devised several machines
used In cotton growing and manufacture.

After a primary school education, young
Gatllng went to work with his father, but
books always bad a great attraction for
him, and to his last days he loved history
and fiction. So. at IS. It was natural to flnil
him teaching a country school and study- - I
lng himself. ,

in bn his own account- - With a little money"!

CAUCUS DNANIMOTJSLT
DECIDED ON A FILIBUSTER. . ,

During Wednesday's proceedings it be-
came clear that the minority would be given
no time for a fair consideration of the case,
and a Democratic caucus was called for thla
morning. The Democrats decided unani-
mously to resiit to tho utmost defeating
other legislation, if necessary. In order to
secure a fair hearing of this contest The
Republicans in turn had a conference and
decided quite as firmly to railroad the But-
ler matter.

In the afternoon Speaker Henderson sur-
rendered the chair to Dalzell of Pennsyl-
vania, who had fortified himself to override
the minority. For some time the Demo-
crats succeeded In staving off consideration
of the Butler matter, but, one by one, all
obstacles were "swept away, at times by
utter disregard of the rules and with In-

tentional failure to hear any motions cr ap-
peals on tho Democratic side.

When the vote was taken the minority
amendment declaring Butler entitled to the
seat was defeated and the Republican reso-
lution seating Wagoner was adopted, in
less than a minute. There was great ex-

citement and confusion on the floor and a
dozen Democrats loudly denounced the
chairman for his despotic rulings.
RICHARDSON WAS LIVID
WITH ANGER AND INDIGNATION.

Leader Richardson, generally suave and
tractable, was livid with anger and indig-
nation. He charged that Dalzell's actions
were unconstitutional and without parallel
in Congress. No heed was given the ap-
peals of the minority, and the House dis-
patched the matter by swearing in Wag-
oner and taking a recess till 11 o'clock
Friday.

The manner in which the case was dis-
posed of is bclrur discussed very generally
this evening. It la taken to mean that the
House will not have Butler in the Fifty-eigh- th

Congress. He now has been rejected
twice by the same Congress, which Is with-
out precedent, and there is very little doubt
that he will be defeated for tho next House,
his election to that body having been held
at the same time as for the present unex-
pired term.

Tho manner In which Butler was ousted
promises to defeat a good many pet Re-
publican measmea from this time to March
4. The Democrats saytthey will demand
an aye and no vote on all bills. If this is
done progress in legislation will be tedious.
REPUBLICANS WILL ATTEMPT
TO ADOPT SPECIAL RULES.

Tha Republican leaders, in deciding to
force thla case to a, vote, did so with a,

perfect realisation of the embarrassments
which would follow if the Democrats car-

ried out their filibustering threat, and they
have arranged a programme to reduce the
minority's obstructive power to a mini
mum as far as the appropriation bills are
concerned.

This Is to be accomplished by a special
rule, which has been tentatively prepared.
by which all the preliminary parliamentary
steps for getting appropriation Wlls with
Senate amendments into conference can be
cut off. But later this afternoon Republic
ans Interested in the omnibus public-buil- d

ing bill threatened to vote against the rule
unless it made provision for. the bill. This
disturbing factor in tho situation waa not
straightened out ht

Tub Republican programme also Includes
a proposition to continue the legislative
day of to-d- until noon. March 4, In order
to obviate the long and tedious work of
approving the Journal against filibustering
tactics.

A recess was taken ht until 11

o'clock and a rule has been
prepared which hereafter will give a mo-

tion to receBs precedence over a motion to
adjourn.

Under the operation of these drastlo
measures, it is believed that none of the
appropriation bills or other necessary meas-
ures will be Jeopardized, but the present
situation undoubtedly sounds the death
knell of many minor measure.
